Claim Rejections - 35 USC g 102(b) 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Gruber et al. (US Patent No. 4, 783, 608). These claims have been canceled 
making the rejections to these claims moot. 

Claims 1 1 , 12, 14 and 17 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rossi (France Publication No. 2 545 664). These claims have been 
canceled making the rejections to these claims moot. 
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Claim Reiections - 35 USC ^ 103(a): 

Claim 8 has been rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gruber et al. in view of Rossi. Tliis claim has been canceled making the rejection to 
this claim moot.
